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WHEAT BEATS 
OLD MARQUIS 


Frank Larcombe, of Minburn, has 
developed «a new variety of wheat, 
which it is claimed has been found 
to be remarkably prolific in that dis- 
trict and which it is believed would 
be particularly valuable for farmers in 
the drier sections of the province on 
account of its ability to withstand 
drouth and to produce a paying crop 
with very little rainfall, says the Ed- 
monton Bulletin. 

It is not claimed for the new Cold 
Spring wheat, as it is called, that it is 
rustproof, or that it is earlier in. ma- 
turing than other kinds; simply that 
it is a heavy producer, the yield in 
the Minburn district running from 30 
to 35 per cent more than that of the 
Marquis. The crop period and time 
of ripening are the same as Mar- 


quis. 

In 1919, a very dry year in the Min- 
burn district, Mr. Larcombe noticed 
in a field of Red Fyfe a plant which 
was conspicuous because of the length 
of straw and length of head. He har- 
vested the wheat from this plant 
when ripe, and through — successive 
sowings in the following years he and 
his neighbors in 1924 shipped 20,000 
bushels of the new wheat to market. 

By 1922 Mr. Larcombe had a 40- 
acre field of the new variety, which 
yielded 1,700 bushels. In 1924, a dry 
year, the yield was 28 bushels per 
acre, while the wheat average in the 
district was said to be 12 bushels or 
less. Last year was also dry, but 
the Cold Spring wheat gave 20 bus- 
hels to the acre, while other varie- 
ties in the district under similar con- 
ditions yielded 10 bushels or less. 

Mr. Larcombe says the new strain 
has been tested by the cerealists of 
the department of agriculture at Ot- 
tawa and pronounced to be a clearly 
defined new variety, and that it re- 
produces true to type.

PROVINCE HAS 
LITTLE ALARM 
OF RESOURCES 


Edmonton, March 6—It is possible 
that the legislature will have to ad- 
journ for a few days at the close of 
the present session until] the Domin- 
jon government has dealt with the 
transfer of resources bill before the 
third reading can be given to the bill 
at present before the provincial house 
said Premier Brownlee when the bill 
was given its second reading. Friday. 

It would be a shame, said the pre- 
mier, for the bill to go through  be- 
fore the Dominion legislation affect- 
ing the transfer agreement had been 
passed, so that any necessary change 
could be made. He said he anticipat- 
ed no serious difficulty in the Domin- 
ion or imperial parliaments. 

“Mm the event of those objecting to 
the transfer in the east taking their 
objections to the imperial parliament 
instead of voicing them at Ottawa, 
ther would be no telling what would 
happen,” said the premier, “because 
the imperial parliament is a little 
slow in amending Dominion legisla- 
tion.” 

The premier said his intention was 
to hold back the third reading of the 
bill until the very end of the session 
in the hope that the Dominion would 
deal with it in time, 


KING REGIME AT 
OTTAWA SECURE 


Ottawa, March 6—Convincing evi- 
dence of the close cooperation be- 
tween the Progressives and the Lib- 
eral government is furnished by the 
fact that practically every day, the 
former, headed by Robert Forke, are 
in conference with the cabinet minis- 
ters regarding the legislative plans on 
such measures as the old age pension, 
rural credits and the Hudson Bay 
railway. 

Many discussions have taken place 
and more are planned, Also, the Pro- 
gressives will be consulted on the 
estimates and any items likely to be 
contentious in the house are being 
carefully considered.

haps, and by no means so articulate, 
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Nels Nelsen, world’s amateur ski 
champion, gave an exhibition at 
Shawbridge recently under the aus- 
Pices of the Montreal Ski Club. Mr. 
Nelsen holds the record for the long- 
est ski jump in the world, either by 
amateur or professional ski experts. 
At the Revelstoke, B.C., ski jump ho 
attained a distance of 240 feet, two 
years ago. This has never been 
equalled or attained before or since. 


The Prince of Wales spent a day 
inspecting the British | Industries 
Fair at Birmingham, England, re- 
cently. When in the course of his 
tour he came to the important ex- 
hibit of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, he stopped, smiled and exclaim- 
ed, “Good old C.P.R.”) On leaving 
the Prince’s verdict was, “It is a 
splendid fair and I hope it meets 
with the success it deserves. 


Shipped to the Governor of Sierra 
Leone, South Africa, before Christ- 
mas in care of the Dominion Ex- 
press Company, the receipt of two 
cases of apples from the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture has been 
acknowledged by tho Governor’s 
secretary. The latter states that tho 
apples, Baldwins and Northern 
Spies, arrived beautifully packed 
and in perfect condition. 


General meetings of the Montreal 
Railway Officers have been held in 
Montreal arranging for the forth- 
coming cosvention of American Rail- 
road Superintendents, The conven- 
tion is to take place on June 15 to 
18 next, and will be attended by 
railroad superintendents from all 
parts of the American continent, In 
all, about eight hundred or a thou- 
sand are expected with their wives. 


With E. W. Beatty, President of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, as 
one of its patrons, the Red and 
White Revue, an annual Musical 
Show, written, produced and acted 
entirely by McGill Students, was 
offered to five capacity houses at His 
Majesty’s Theatre at Montreal dur- 
ing the first week of March, This 
was the third edition of the Revue 
produced by the undergraduates of 
McGill University. 


One of the largest and most valu- 
able collections of Chinese Jade that 
has ever crossed the Pacific Ocean 
was carried off the Canadian Pa- 
cific liner “Empress of Russia” when 
the vessel arrived at Vancouver re- 
cently. The entire collection is the 
result of nine months excavation in 
the central and northwest provinces 
of China. The collection was brought 
by A. W. Behr, well known collector 
of New York city. 


The Annual Italian Trade Fair, to 
be held in Milan, Italy, during the 
month of April, has the support of 
the Italian Government and all tho 
commercial and industrial associa- 
tions of the country. Judging from 
the applications already on hand 
from those wishing to participate it 
should be a marked success. This 
exhibition should appeal to Cana- 
dian manufacturers and merchants 
who wish to increase trade between 
the two countries.

The winter of 1906-07 proved un-] stop too. 


usually severe in the Peace River 
country and throughout the Macken- 
zie Valley. At the new farms south 
of the Peace River, the horses and 
cattle, which generally pick up a liv- 
ing in the bush all winter, had to be 
fed on hay for two months. Danger- 
ous packs of wolves from the north 
caused great losses of stock and de- 
cimated the elk, moose and the wood 
buffalo, 

For fear of the wolves, it was 
thought, a small herd of buffaloes 
came south from the valley of the 
Hay River and, crosing the Poce Riv- 
er on the ice, took refuge in ‘the ‘bro- 
ken country beyond the South Pine 
River. There, during the following 
season, several young kinsmen of 
mine—the Mastermans, at whose new 
wheat farm I was then visiting—dis- 
covered the little herd. 

We had no thought of shooting the 
wood buffaloes, of course; but we had 
learned that the government wished 
to procure a number of the living ani- 
mals for it preserve in the national 
park at Banff. In fact an agent had 
offered Quinby Masterman liberal pay 
to capture the little stray bunch of 
buffaloes; and with that object in 
mind we tried in November to ‘salt 
trail” them to a pound we had built 
at a bend of the South Pine River. 

But to salt trail a wild herd of any 
kind is a work of skill and especially 
of patience. Craftily placed trails of 
salt leading to the pound have to be 
strewn from the known resorts or 
feeding grounds of the animals. Where 
the patience enters is in watching the 
locality from a distance to see when 
the ruse has worked. 

For that purpose some of us at the
